A MYSTERY SOLVED. 
Why the Sultana Sank Twenty 
Wears Ago. . 

“St Louis, May 8.—The awful explo- 
sion On the steamer Sultana, near 
Mempbis, twenty-three years ago, in 
which nearly 2,000 Union soldiers lost 
their lives, has always been a mys- 
tery, The survivors at their reunions 
have made a number of statements ro- 
garding the affair, but the most. sen- 
sational story has been told by à res- 
ident of this city, William C. Streeter. 

His statement fixes the explosion as 
the resultof design. He claims that a 
noted Coffederate bieckade runver 
and Mail carrier named Robert Low- 
den, better known dur the war as 
Churles Dale, was the author of the 
terrible disaster. Sireeter claims that 
Lowden told him after the cluse of the 
War that while tha Sul ana lay at the 
wharf he mugaled aboard a large 
lump of voalin which was concealed a 
torpedo. This he deposited on the 
fuei pile in front of the boilers for the

What has be- 
come of Lowden is unknown.
